UNOFFICIAL TRANSLATION 


ARTICLE 3 of Draft Protocol 


by the Government of the U.S.S.R. and the 
Government of the Republic of Cuba 


The Government of the United States confirms its assurances 
made by the U.S. President J.F. Kennedy in his message to the Chairman 
of the U.S.S.R. Council of Ministers N.S. Khrushchev of October 27 with 
regard to the pledge by the U.S. of non-invasion of Cuba and the 
confidence of the Government of the United States that other nations of 
the Western Hemisphere would be prepared to do likewise. The 
Government of the United States shall restrain those who intend to commit 
aggression against Cuba from North American territory. 

The Government of the United States shall not permit either that 
North American arms sold to give to other Governments of Latin America 
be used for aggression against Cuba.
